(trol South East Asia (which we 
do not deny may exist), but they 
fail to give any weight to the 
fact that Ho Chi Minh has al- 
Ways rejected Chinese influence 
and control, even when fighting 
against French colonizlism, and 
that he has sided with Russia 
(as has the US) since the Sino- 
Soviet dispute. It is true that 
Ho Chi Minh is “communist” 
(whatever that is supposed to 
mean), but more important, he 
is a nationalist who has and is 
fighting for national sovereignty 
and independence against any 
and all foreign intervention 
whether Japanese, French, 
American or Chinese. If we 
could support Marshal Tito, “a 
communist’’, in his nationalistic 
fight against Russian Imperial- 
ism, why couldn't we allow the 
Vietnamese to decide for them- 
selves, in terms of the Geneva 
Treaty, whom they would elect 
as their leader, and support that 
country’s development and in- 
dependence? Why, instead, are 


} 





we trying to bomb them into 
agreement with us? 
Will American Jong ... range 


goals for international stability 
be enhanced if the Vietnamese 
continue to be pushed toward 
Jeventually accepting Chinese 
jtroops in order to maintain 
themselves against a white 
western power? It does not 
seem likely, for then we would 
have to fight China as well as 
|the Vietnamese. Furthermore, 
|if we do win a military victory 
in Viet Nam will we have the 
people on our side? This, too, 
does not seem likely; nor could 
we repeat this policy in the 
rest of South East Asia and per- 
haps in Latin America without 
having turned into demoralized 
imperialists ourselves. Our na- 
tional honor, our prestige and 
|our values are very definifely at 
|stake. For in order to win milix 
|tary victory against guerilla 
resistance throughout South 
| East Asia, and perhaps in Latin 
|America as well, we will have 
|to continue waging the kind of 
warfare (i.e. “scorched earth’, 
|genocide) which will under 
mine and ultimately destroy the 
basic values of the American 
way of life.

Is it adequate to denounce student protests against 

U. S, policy in Viet Nam as “un-American” by 
means of chanting obscene taunts or throwing ob- 
jects at demonstrators? 
"Is it reasonable to complain about “all the atten- 
tion given those demonstrators” while, with the ex- 
ception of the recent Washington Symposium, few 
efforts have been made to demonstrate support in 
favor of U. S. policy 

Both sides of this issue will never be sufficiently 
debated unless opposing points of view are, first, 
given rational consideration, and, second, are openly 
discussed, Criticism of conflicting points of view can 
never be logically argued until the American right 
to oppose these ideas in public is utilized by both 
sides.
